PALO ALTO (#)—The air pol- 
lution problem arising from 
“smog” represents a clash between 
“the state orange blossom tourist

Agricultural 
Income Booms: 


WASHINGTON (#) — Recent 
government studies show U. S. 
farmers have converted record 
wartime and postwar incomes in- 
to markedly better living condi- 
tions. 

or months reports have drifted 
into the cities that newly prosper- 
ous farmers are acquiring unpre- 
cedented numbers of cars, refrig- 
erators, telephones and _ similar 
modern conveniences. 

The agriculture department's 
bureau of agricultural economics 
now lends statistical substance to 
to these reports. In a recent sur- 
vey it states the level of living for 
the nation’s farm families adyanc- 
jed 2% percent between ..940.. and 
1945, 

The highest living levels were 
found to be in farm areas of the 
northwest, the corn-wheat states 
and the Pacific coast. 

Iowa had the largest single 
block of counties in the top fifth 
of: American counties, and .that 
state as a whole rated 162 against 
a U. S. norm of 100—-The average 
for all counties. 

But Iowa ranked third behind 
New Jersey with 176 and Connec- 
ticut with 170. California stood 
close fourth with 161.
